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Application to Appeal to Court of Appeal 
Dismissed 


The Right Honourable Lord Justice 
Hickinbottom has dismissed our 
Application to the Court of Appeal and has 
used the device of ‘Totally without Merit’ to 
prevent us from demanding a hearing of 
our Application. 

Strong Case 

Given that this is a case that very many 
lawyers, both distinguished and retired 
members of the judiciary, QC’s, barristers 
and solicitiors think has strong legal 
credibility, this decision can only be based 
upon the Judge’s politics. 

Blair bias 

The bias in the appointment system 
introduced under Blair does not allow the 
appointment of any Judges who have/had 
‘reactionary views’. 

Commitment to diversity 

The Judicial Appointment Commission 
requires all Judges to prove that they have 
a ‘life-times’s commitment to Equality and 
Diversity’. Lord Judge Hickinbottom has 
this in spades, as it says on his biography 
published on the Judicial website that he 
is: ‘ the former Senior Liaison Judge for 
Diversity’. 

European Law Institue Member 

He is also a Fellow of the European Law 
Institute. ELIS core objectives are: ‘ to 
evaluate and stimulate the development of 
EU law, legal policy, and practice, and in 
particular make proposals for the further 
develoment of the acquis and for the 
enhancement of EU law implementation 
by the Member States.’ 

Not judged according to the law 

A Judge with such views would be more a 
Europhile Left-wing political activist than 
someone who would judge simply 
according to law. 

The reasoning behind a claim that the 
case was ‘Totally without Merit’ is not 
about an actual finding of fact, since as 
our QC made clear, it was_ blatantly 
obviously that the first Judge had actually 
got his decision wrong and therefore our 
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Application to Appeal clearly had 
substantial merit. 

Not about merits 

This decision is not about the genuine 
merits of the case, it is about preventing 
this case from being heard; which the 
device of ‘Totally without Merit’ achieves. 
European Court of Human Rights 

We will now make an Application to the 
European Convention of Human Rights 
Court, based in Strasbourg. This is not 
the EU Court, but a court that will look at 
whether or not these decisions to exclude 
our case from even getting a hearing is 
simply on the political orientation of the 
Judiciary and is a breach of Article 6 of 
the European Convention of Human 
Rights which states: 

Why was this Judge chosen? 

Another question is why Lord Justice 
Hickinbottom was chosen by the Civil 
Service to hear the case? 

Jacob Rees-Mog rather gave the game 
away when he was asked about the 
case. He made it quite clear that he did 
not want it to succeed. Maybe that is also 
true of the Prime Minister, Boris Johnson. 
This also means that they are open to 
agreeing completely unacceptable 
surrender terms to the EU in some sort of 
Withdrawal Agreement. 

Boris’ Ministry of Justice did of course 
have the opportunity to influence which 
Judge got to look at these papers and 
what steer that Judge was probably given 
as the desired outcome. 

Let us see if the ECHR considers that 
politicisation of the case means that the 
High Court and the Court of Appeal have 
operated in breach of the Convention. 
When the Courts are politicised there is 
no justice for anyone.

Athelstan did not marry (he was dedicated to his country) so 
the Kingship passed to his brother’s children when he died. 
He is not well remembered now but in Victorian times

Where Do these Pesky “Yellow Hammer” ‘Fear’ Reports Come From? 


Much of the time they are merely the starting documents for a planning process. As such they originated years ago. Of course it is 
easy to put a new, later, date on a document or to ‘update’ it. That does not however change its origin. 


A favourite way to start a planning process is to do a SWOT (Strengths, Weaknesses, Opportunities, Threats) analysis (developed at 
Harvard university business school in the early 1960’s). 


To start the process the planning team select one of the four factors and generate as big a list of possibilities as they can(there are 
several methods designed to do this effectively). At this stage there is no attempt made to judge any of the suggestions, they are all IN. 
They do the same for each of the other three factors. This will have been done by each government department in 2016. 


At the end of the process there are four, usually long, lists of possibilities for each of ‘Strength, Weakness, Opportunity and Threat’ 
each possibility identified by a number. | was involved with SWOT analysis as part of my job for nearly 20 years and it is clear to me 
that it is the lists of Threats and Weakness that have been forming the basis of the reports. There are similar lists of Opportunities and 
Strengths. How often have you seen them leaked? 


The next thing is to analyse each list and for Threats to prioritise each possibility into four categories. | like to use “Must Do”, “Should 
Do”, “Could Do”, “Don’t Do”, Once this is done then actions can start to reduce/eliminate the threat. 


As an example let us take the list of Threats. For each threat decide on its ‘Likelihood’ of occurring and its ‘Impact’ if it occurs. These 
are then plotted onto a graph divided into four boxes: 


MUST DO are threats that are of high likelinood of occurring and have a large impact aand have to be dealt with now. They may need 
capital investment, new hires, training and so on 


SHOULD DO are threats that are of high impact but low likelihood of happening and can be managed by a mixture of investment now 
and contingency planning depending on the context. 

COULD DO are threats that have a low likelihood of occurring and a high impact and resemble those issues that arise from time to time 
but require extra time and budget to deal with. Best dealt with by taking steps to reduce the likelihood of occurrence. 


DON’T DO are threats of low likelihood and impact that arise in normal every day work and which a trained and hardworking staff 
should be able to take in their step. 


Before Christmas 2018 a senior civil servant announced that all necessary tasks had been carried out. He was followed by others. This 
means scare reports can be disregarded although it would be foolhardy to say nothing will go wrong. Sods law always applies.

| am trailblazing taking on Facebook. As far as the Data 
Protection line of attack this is where | have got to so far:- 
Letter sent to Facebook Ireland Limited on the 29th July:- 
Requesting all information that they hold on me regarding my 
account and the subsequent banning of this account. 
The GDPR legislation allows me to see all the information that 
they used to justify their action. 
| then relayed the history of the case to FB. 
‘Some time on Thursday, 16th May 2019 Facebook 
“Disabled” my “Personal Profile”. 
The first | Knew about this was when | tried to sign on to check 
if | had had any messages. | was then told that the account 
had been “Disabled”’.’ 
Advised to review FB Standards 

| was advised to review Facebook's Community Standards 
and other policies and if | still thought it was a mistake to 
contact the "Help Centre’ 
On further investigation my account was disabled for violating 
Facebook's Statement of Rights and Responsabilities 
So | had a look at them. 
Rights and Responsabilities 
One of Facebook’s main priorities is the comfort and safety of 
our members. The following are not allowed on Facebook: 


Support for a violent and/or criminal organisation or 
group 
Credible threats to harm others or the promotion of self- 
destructive behaviour 
Targeting other individuals on the site 
Hate speech or singling people out based on race, 
ethnicity, national origin, religion, sex, gender, sexual 
orientation, disability or disease 
Graphic content including sadistic displays of violence

against people or animals and depictions of sexual assault 
Selling recreational or pharmaceutical drugs 


There was some element of an appeal process, so | clicked 
onto the link they provided and got a page which only told 
me to send them a PDF of my passport or other ID. 


So all | was able to do in response to my Profile being 
“Disabled” was to send them an image of my passport to 
confirm my identity! 


Subsequently, | received a response saying that the ID 
Team couldn't help with any appeal! 


Which is absolutely hopeless. 


At that point | thought Facebook’s procedures for appeals 
were completely inadequate and didn’t even remotely 
approach the basic “Rules of Natural Justice”. | therefore 
sent off an email to every Facebook email address that | 
had got. 


| said in my email that if | did not hear from them | would be 
contacting the Police as their actions in disabling my 
account (as a Politician- and having formerly submitted to all 
their checks in that regards) was illegal. 

| did receive a reply which said | would hear from them and 
also suggested | review the aforesaid Community Stadards 
and other policies. 

Since then | have not received any substantive response 
explaining either why they have done it or what they are 
going to do about it.

Facebook is going to be the most difficult nut to crack. Not 
because it’s irreplaceable, but because there are so many 
different sorts of people using it for different reasons. If you’re 
looking for a new place to socialize and find people with 
interests similar to yours, | recommend looking into Diaspora. 
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share questions, stories, images or anything that may be 
interesting. 

YouTube / MediaGoblin or PeerTube 

If you want the simplest solution, go to Vimeo. They’re not 
perfect, but they’re not YouTube. If you want to put in a 
LITTLE more work, have a peek at MediaGoblin. This 
solution works as an alternative not only to YouTube, but to 
Flickr, SoundCloud, and other media hosting brand 
monsters. This is decentralized, and this is good. Other 
‘free speech channels’ include Telegram and this is worth 
looking at as the content is not subject to censorship. 
Whatsap Alternatives 

Viber is a good alternative to Whatsap and operates in 
much the same way. Remember FaceBook has recently 
acquired Whatsap and this makes it vulnerable to FB 
policies. 

Search engines like Google also have the ability to track 
and record your online history. It used to be possible to 
avoid this by usine the seach engine DuckDuckGo. 
However this company has recently been aquired by 
Google and now it looks likely to sucumb to _ their 
intereference. Brave is the suggested alternative. 
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Who to Follow on You-tube: some 
recommendations 


If you are not getting your news on MSM then you are 
probably using online sources. So how do you know that you 
are not metaphorically going from the frying pan into the fire. 
How accurate are the channels available on the internet and 
are they open to free speech’. 
Current shut down of ‘free speech’ on MSM means that you 
may need to consider your use of Twitter, Facebook, and seek 
other alternatives.(article on page 3) 
Some interesting Youtube sites worth checking out: 
Jeff Taylor: Brexiteer and Vlogger. He can be found on 
Youtube most days discussing current events. His vlogs are 
fact-based and thoughtful. The facts do the talking. 
Mahyar Tousi: Son of Iranian refugees he arrived in the UK as 
a child. Classical liberal conservative political commentator. 
Fights for the values of freedom, democracy and capitalism. 
RT (Russia Today):Sponsored by the Russian State. Not a 
good place to use if you want news and info about Russia but 
a definitely less biased place to look than MSM. 
Daddy Dragon (AKA Graham Moore): Many ED members will 
know of Graham’s tireless search for the truth via his Twitter 
and Youtube channel. Broadcasts most days. Always worth a 
watch. 
Dr. Stephen Turley: American conservative, pro-Trump 
internationally recongised scholar, soeaker and viogger. 
Rebel Media: This channel has helped publicise Tommy 
Robinson and supported him with weekly visits while he is in 
prison. The most notable broadcaster is Ezra Levant but others 
are good. It is based in Canada. 
Unity News Network: A new news provider. It does produce 
content for subscribers but has a notable range of stories that 
appear to be just that: news. This site is pro Union but that 
does not take away from the efforts to report facts. 
These are just a few sites to show you that there is not just 
MSM that can provide your news. So go on try something new 
and if you like it then share it and comment.

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What is ‘New Nationalism’? 


There is no question that a wave of centre right nationalism 
is sweeping the globe.We think our experiences in Europe 
are isolated but if we look further we see evidence of 
nationalism emerging in places as far apart as Japan (rise 
of Imperial Shintoism) Russia (neo-Byzantium), South 
America (Peru, Columbia, Chile have centre right 
governments) But why? What does this mean for the future 
of the globalist world system? 

It appears that nationalist movements throughout the world 
exemplify common political trends and cultural currents 
that indicate we are most certainly on the cusp of a 
worldwide political paradigm shift; the globalist political and 
economic order so dominant over the last several decades 
is in fact collapsing under the weight of a renewed sense of 
nationalism, populism, and traditionalism that is awakening 
nothing less that a new political order throughout the world. 
What is new about New Nationalism? 

Proponents of the globalist secular liberal order see 
nothing new about New Nationalism and its emerging 
political order. They have already decided it’s nothing more 
than re-heated Nazism or fascism. This has led to the rise 
of ANTIFA groups who employ intimidating and totalitarian 
tendencies to shut down ideas and speakers that they 
don't like. But in fact New Nationalism rejects the 
philosophical commitments that underly fascism and 
Nazism. New Nationalists are hostile to the current 
globalist world order, but they have no interest in or 
rationale for any kind of world conquest, but instead seek 
to restore their national borders and sovereignty. They 
affirm the dignity of democracy and, in the case of Europe, 
see themselves as in _ fighting for the restoration of 
democratic integrity in their own nations against perceived 
totalitarian tendencies from the ‘Bullies in Brussels’. 
However the racial politics of the Alt-Right in the US as well 
as new-fascists in Europe are attracted to or aligned with 
New Nationalism. This does not mean that New 
Nationalism is neo-fascist. Instead what they all share is a 
common belief system: the rejection of the anti-cultural 
processes of globalisation and its secular aristocracy on 
the one hand, and the restoration of the integrity of the 
nation-state and the reaffirmation of its shared culture, 
customs, and traditions on the other. The fact that neo- 
fascists are attracted to these beliefs and sentiments does 
not make the beliefs neo-fascist. 

What is Nationalism? 

Nationalism is a collective commitment that seeks the well- 
being of all who share a common history, religion and 
overalll vision of life , as well as a common economy and 
political order. It seeks the protection and perpetuation of a 
common nation where a common culture, economy, and 
political order flourish. (Adapted from Dr. Stephen Turley’s 
book “The Triumph of Traditiion)
